Is Operating 
Temporarily 


Ambulance services in the Paho- 
kee-Canal Point area is taken care 
of temporarily and the squeeze 
has been lightened in other areas 
of the Glades. Inside the city 
limits of Belle Glade, city fireman 
nd city policemen are using rented 
ambulances temporarily to serve 
that area. South Bay, the area 
east of Belle Glade to Twenty 
Mile Bend and that area south of 
South Bay will be served by the 
Pattison Funeral Home of Clewis- 
ton. VEN 
In a desperate effort to provide 
the Pahokee-Canal Point area with 
ambulance service, after the funer- 
al homes in the area discontinued 
such a service on August 1, a 
deal was worked out whereby the 
Northwestern Palm Beach County 
Public Hospital District came up 
| w.th.the plan to guarantee month- 
ly payment for service. 

To further the ambulance plan a 
special corporation—Pahokee Am- 
bulance Service, Inc.,—wag set up 
and the hospital district is con- 
tracting with’ this new concern to 
{handle .ambyli calls. In turn 
the newly fornicd Ambulance Ser- 
vice contracts with C. R. Wether- 
ington of Wetherington F'uneral 
Home to answer the ambulance 
calls and:render the much need- 
ed service. 1 L 

In the city of Belle Glade fire- 
men and policemett are answering 
the ‘ambulance calls within the 
city limits and are using ambul- 
anceg rented from, the funeral 
homes in that cíty. However, no 
service is. provided outside the 
city limits. ` 

Throughout the state people 
have been aroused over the new 
and stringent law that regulates 
ambulances since that law was 
passed, by the 1965 legislature.’ 
estr.ctions are so rigid that funer- 
al homes, just can't furnish the 
ambulance service without losing 
a great deal of money. Legisla- 
tors in Palm. Beach county: and 
other areas are making plans to 
do something in. the“1967 legisla- 
ture to make it possible for am- 
bulances to be operated for the 
convenience of the public.

The-hides were seized in con- 
nection with charges of illegal pos- 
session of uhcumed hides filed 
against Abbev.lle city Councilman 
Ralph Sagrera.. Charges. against 
Sagrera, were quashed when his 
attorney introduced evidence show- 
ing the hides were from Florida 
and not subject to Louisiana law.

Oven This Fall 


Five new state-supported. junior 
colleges will open in the state this 
fall with an expected enrollment 
of about 3,800. They will bring 


~to 25, the number of public junior 


colleges in Florida and will place 
college-level education within com- 
muting distance of 85 percent of 
the state's population: 

James `R. Strawbridge, educa- 
tional administrator in the junior 
college division of the State De- 
partment of Education said in 
Tallahassee that the enrollment 
figures are estimates. '"In gener- 
el" he.sa:d, "the junior. colleges 
will accept applications til the 
last minute." 

Largest of the new schools is 
Florida Junior College at Jack- 
sonville, which expects about 
1,500 students. 

The others are Santa Fe Junior 
College, ^ Gainesville, 700; Talla- 
hassee Junior College, 600; Semi- 
nole Junior College, Sanford, and 
South Florida Junior College, Avon 
Park, about 500 each. 

About -95,000 students w:ll be 
enrolled in all of Florida's public 
junior colleges in the fall, Straw- 
bridge said. 2 

Two more junior colleges are in 
planning for Florida, he said, one 
for Hillsborough County and one 
for Orange and Osceola counties.

On Pesticides 


GAINESVILLE. (ENS) — With 
the advent of better residue de- 
tection methods, the Federal gov- 
ernment moved recently to 
strengthen controls over pesti- 
cide residues or carryover in food. 

According to Entomologist 
James Brogdon with the Florida 
Agricultural Extension Service, 
new tolerances or lim:ts will be set 
for safe, low levels of pesticides 
cccuring in some foods when chem- 
icals are used to control crop pests 
prior to harvest. Many pesticides 
were previously accepted by USDA 
on a “no residue” basis because 
by the analytical methods then 
no residue was detectable in food 
available. The present concept of 
no res.due will be ended because 
residues do in fact exist. 

Where a safe, low-level residue 
limit cannot be established for a 
certain food, “zero tolerances” (or 
the absence of any residue) will 
be'set as a basis for removing con- 
taminated foods from the market. 

The “no-residue” and "zero-tol- 
erance" concepts have gradually 
become the sübject of concern as 
more .sensitive methods for de- 
tecting trace amounts of residues 
have been developed. These new 
methods have shown that it is 
reasonable to expect that the use 
of many pesticides will result in 
small residues in some foods. 

The new procedure provides a 
means to‘ establish finite toler- 
ances for pesticide residues in 
foods when this can be done 
safely.

The interdepartmental:. agree- 
ment follows ^ recommendations 
made last summer by a Nation- 
al Academy of Sciences-Nation- 
al Research Council Committee 
that looked into minute pesti- 
cide residues in foods. - 

Products are accepted by USDA 
for registration only on the basis 
of proven safety and effectiveness. 
The U.S. Public Health Service 
reviews from the standpoint of 
human health any proposed uses 
of pesticides. The Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) is responsi- 
ble for setting safe pesticide res- 
idue..tolerances. 

In Florida four pestic:de residue 
laboratories . operated by the 
State Department of Agriculture 
work.closely with FDA to Protect 
the consumer from excessive chem- 
ical residues on food in its raw or 
natural statė, including all fruits, 
vegetables, nuts, eggs, raw milk, 
forage, and meats.
